the municipal lighting plant. 


The reason the people of Fort Wayne are 
fiiow paying 7 cents a kilowatt hour for their 
electric currcjit instead of 6 cents is that the 
oncmies of tlic municipal ]¡<rh1ing plant and 
politicians in league wilh tliose enemies pre- 
Tcnted the measures that wonld permit ;Î 
lower rate. 


The reason that the people of Fort Wayne 
may not get a rate of 5 cents per kilowatt 
hour for their electric current during the next 
four years will be the efforts of these same 
enemies and their co-conspirators against the 
anunicipal lighting enterprise. 


If the ten thousand patrons of the city plant 
ni'ant to hold what they have gained and want 
to gain still more they must have a vigilant 
care for the safety of their own electric sys- 
tem. Even those wlio are not patrons of the 
city plant have the same gain to hold and 
the same prospect to consider, for whether or 
not they become municipal patrons they profit 
in the same degree by reason of the competi- 
tion the city has established and maintains. 


Hundreds of thousands of dollars have been 
saved by the i^eople of Fort Wayne because 
the city forced down the rates for electric 
current and this vast saving would never at 
all have come about if the city had not come 
into the field with its current at a lower rate. 


The city lighting enterprise should be en- 
trusted only to the care of its known friends. 
Enemies or those in s^ympatliy Avith its enemies 
would be able iji the slioi-t space of four years 
to pursue toward it such ])olicies as Avould 
•weaken it as a competitor and start it head- 
long on the way to the scrap heap. This has 
been the history of many municipal lighting 
enterprises in the country. Tlie Fort Wayne 
enterprise has had careful administration and 
devoted guardianship. 
Because of this it 
stands today one of the most notable examples 
of successful municipal enterprise in the his- 
tory of the country. 


That this history may be continued and this 
success, increased the people of Fort Wayne 
need only to see that friends of the lighting 
plant are put in charge of it. 


Maldice C. Niezer, the democratic candi- 
date for mayor, has made his position on the 
issue of the municipal light and power works

A standard 
loaf 
of bread, 
made 
from a standard flour by a standard 
formula, and sold at a sUndard price. 


That is the recommendation of the 
special committee that has investigat- 
ed the bread situation for the food ad- 
ministration. 


Food Administrator Hoover will ap- 
prove the recommendations 
practic- 
ally as drawn and will enforce them 
by putting the balclng Industry under 
license. 


The result will be the placing on the 
market of a 22-ounce loaf to retail 
at 10 cents. 
This loaf will be baked 
with a crease In the middle so It may 
be broken In half, and a half loaf—or 
11 ounces—will retail- for a nickel. 


The broad committee 
tackled 
Its 
problem from the viewpoint of secur- 
ing for the consumer the biggest pos- 
sible loaf, of good quality, for the 
least price. 
There was no idea of im- 
posing hardship upon the baking in- 
dustry, and care was taken. In deter- 
mining t|io size loaf and the prloe, to 
leave a fair margin for bakers' profits. 


The 
government, 
controlling 
the 
wheat and flour supply, is in position 
to 
standardize 
baker's 
flour. 
This 
flour will be supplied to all bakers at 
a standard price affected only by the 
freight differential. 


In 
determining 
the 
formula 
for 
mixing brea'cl,' elaborate 
tests were 
made with many formulas and com- 
binations. 
The one chosen was passed 
upon by bread experts for its nutri- 
tive qualities, flavor and appearance. 


As a conservation measure, the sale 
of hot bread will be forbidden. 
All 
bread will be required to be twelve 
hours old before placed on sale. 


The language of the committee's re- 
port leaves no doubt that the investi- 
gation convinced committee members 
bakers have been charging Exorbitant 
prices and reaping rich profits. 
Par- 
ticular emphasis 
Is 
placed 
on the 
statement that more than half the re- 
tall selling cost of bread has 
been 
added after the bread leaver the bak- 
ers' ovens. 
"Waste and abuse," the 
report states,' have been general In 
methods of production and distribu- 
tion, and In the marghi of proflt de- 
manded.

price on such sales should approxi- 
mate the price to the retailer. 
This, 
it is said, would make the 22-ounce 
loaf 7, or not more than 8 cents at the 
bakery, and the half loaf 4 cents. 


One-step to be determined before 
the baking industry is placed under 
license and the standard loaf required 
Is whether, at the outset, to license all 
bakers or just the large bakers oper- 
ating more than one oven. 
There are 
about 30,000 bakeries in the United 
States, of which 30 per cent, produce 
70 per cent, of the bread. 
It may be 
decided, at first, simply to license the 
big bakers, with the expectation that 
the small fellows will fall into line. 
If they do not they will be taken in 
hand. 


This is certain, however. 
Bread 
prices are coming down. 
Bakers are 
to be forced to cut.

Judge John W. Eggeman in 
Appeal to Railway Men to 
Buy Liberty Bonds. 


Judge John W. Eggeman talked to the 
officials and employes of the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad at 8 o'clock Tuesday morn- 
ing in the employes' room of the station 
building on the question of the duty of 
citizens toward the government in over- 
subscribing the 
second Liberty 
bonds. 
Judge Eggeman said in part: 
"I was 
pleased when 1 received the notification 
last evening that I was to talk here 
this morning, for it brought back to me 
the pleasant days when I was acting as 
timekeeper for the men who operated 
the trains on the divisions between Crest- 
line and Chicago, and I see here quite a 
few of the men who undoubtedly remem- 
bered me in those days, for I have a dis- 
tinct recollection of admiring them sit- 
ting in their big engines and doing the 
work that was imposed upon them. 
This 
is a campaign in which no man is to be 
cocerced in subscribing for these bonds, 
and this great 
Pennsylvania 
company 
isn't here for the purpose of coercing 
their men to do their duty but is here 
for the pitrpose of aiding and assisting 
in every possible manner the government 
of the "United States, of which they are 
a part. 


"We .surely all know that our republic 
is at war with the greatest military force 
in the history of mankind, but we do 
not realize that we are at war for we 
dont' realize the duties and sacrifices we 
must make in order to carry it to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. 


"I know that you men will all feel 
better when your hearts and minds real- 
ize the fact that we are justly in this 
war, and, in order to show you con- 
clusively that we are justly in this war 
I want to say to you that the great presi- 
dent of this republic knew for more than 
two years of the German propaganda 
that was going oh in this country and 
the dastardly deeds they were endeavor- 
ing to perpetrate upon the citizens of 
this country, and he wrote notes to the 
war lords of Germany, 
believing 
that 
they would understand that we were a 
peace-loving people, and that they would 
acquiesce in our requests. 
He kept up 
this poHcy until it could no longer be 
tolerated by any liberty loving heart. 


"At that time Senator Kern was in 
our city about a year and a half ago 
I had a talk with him and he said, 
'John, the night following the sinking 
of the Lusitanla I sat with the presi- 
dent until four o'clock the next morn- 
ing, and he said *lf history will 
be 
able to record that I kept our people 
out of this great world's w a r then 
I 
shall have recorded to my credit the 
greatest act that could be performed 
by man.' 
It was a f t e r this time that 
he received the assurance of the Ger- 
m a n war lords that ruthless subma- 
rine w a r f a r e would be stopped, 
and 
this promise was lived up to for more 
than a year, and then overnight came 
the report 
that submarine 
warfare, 
which is against all rules of interna- 
tional law, would again be put into ef- 
fect, and it was put into effect a n d 
American men and women were sent to 
watery graves. 
Not only this, but to 
show the perfidy of the German w a r 
lords, they asked our president to use 
his good offices for peace and while 
he was in the act of endeavoring to 
secure peace on this earth 
Zimmer- 
man, one of the war lords of Europe, 
was endeavoring to get 
into 
direct 
communication with J a p a n and Mex- 
ico to force them to attack this coun- 
try by the promise that our great re- 
public would be dismembered and that 
they should receive their share. 
This 
is not a question of politics, for if we 
had a republican president his heart 
would beat In the interest of the great 
American people and he would 
have 
acted likewise. 
So I say to you that 
this war was put upon us by the ac- 
tions of our foe. 


"If 
the people in Germany 
could 
only understand the magnanimity of 
this republic I believe the war would 
be of short duration,, for does not his- 
tory record the fact that at the time 
of the Boxer uprising in China when 
France, Germany, England and other 
European countries and America sent 
forces to put down said uprising that 
through the consensus of the opinions 
of the nations of Europe an indemnity 
was placed upon China 
and 
in the 
course of events we received in 
the 
neighborhood 
of one hundred 
thou- 
sand dollars in gold as an indemnity. 
This gold when it was received 
was 
placed in the treasury department for 
a period of about two years, and it 
became 
such 
an 
eyesore 
to 
the 
American government that it was re- 
turned in its original package for our 
government, could not receive 
blood 
money of this sort. 
I want to say to 
you that we became involved in the 
late war with Spain upon slight pre- 
text compared with our grounds for 
w a r f a r e today, and a f t e r the surrender 
of the Spaniards in Cuba and the Phil- 
ippines this great country, although tt 
had expended millions of dollars and 
the lives of Americans had been sacri- 
ficed, our government did not say to 
the Cubans you must repay us f o r w h a t 
we did, but it said. "Hero is your lib- 
erty; take it, it costs you nothing," and 
although we had conquered our foe 
still the great American heart refused 
to take the Philippine islands until we 
had paid for them. 
Oh, aren't you glad 
that your ancestors some time in the 
past emigrated to this land and aren't 
you proud of your Americanism today? 


There flows through my viens Ger- 
man blood and I am proud of the fact, 
for we know the people of German ex- 
traction are thrifty, honest and in- 
dustrious and 
they have 
stood the 
equals of any in this republic, and the 
people in Germany, as soon as they 
realize that this is not a war against 
them, but a war against their war 
lords, then they will have only grati- 
tude in their hearts for the American

What They Are 


and How to Buy Them 


Q. WliBt is the SefiOndXiiberty Loan of 1917? 
A. It is a loan of money by the people of the United States to tlieif 
Govermnent. 


Q. Why does the United States Government borrow money? 
A. Because we are forced to defend ourselves against the attacks 
on American honor and American rights by the German (lovernment, 
and therefore must have money to equip and maintain our Army and 
Navy. We need money also in order to lend to those nations -with 
whom we are making common cause in this war. 


Q. Are not the ordinary receipts of our Government from taxes, 
etc., sufficient to do this? 


A. No: the ordinary receipts of the Government are about one and 
a quarter billion dollars a year, while our expenses ol' the war for the 
fiscal year ending July 1, 1918, will be over $10,000,000.000, not 
including the money which we will lend to our allies. 


Q. How is the Government going to raise this large amount of 
mone.y ? 
A. By borrowing from the people and by increasing taxes. 


What Is a United States Government Bond? 


Q. When I lend my money to the United States Govcrnmciit, -^vhat 
do I get in return? 


A. You get a promissory note given by the United States Govern- 
ment and bearing interest. This note is called a "bond.'' 


Q. What, then, is a United States Government bond? 
A. It is the direct and unconditional promise of the United States 
of America to pay upon a certain date a specified sum of monej^ in 
gold, together with interest at a specific rate, payable at specific dates 
until tlic bond matures, or is called for redemption. 


Q. in what form is this promise? 
A. II is engraved upon a sheet of distinctive paper used only for 
the moucy and securities of the United States, and is executed by the 
Secretary of 1lio Treasury and by the Registrar of the Treasury and 
^scaled with the Treasury Department seal. 


Q. When arc l)onds of the Second Liberty Loan dated? 
A. 
November 15, 1917, is the date they will bear, because that is 
the date on which they will be issued by the Government and the date 
on whieli interest begins. 


Q. When will these bonds be paid by the Government; that is, 
when will they become due ? 


A. November 15, 1942; but the Government has the right to pay 
them any time after 10 years from date of the bond. 


Q. "bo I have to hold my bond imtil the date it is due before I get 
my money back? 


A. No; you can sell your bond any time you desire. There is al- 
ways a ready market for United States Government Bonds. 


(J. How can such a sale be made? 
'A. Any bank, trust company, reliable bond dealer, or broker will 
be glad to sell your bond for you at any time. Tradesmen will accept 
them as cash on purchases. 


Q. If necessary, could I borrow money on these bonds? 
A. Yes; United States Government bonds are the. best security 
^.which can be offered in borrowing money. 
They will obtain for you 
the best terms possible. Ask any bank if you desire to borrow money 
on your liberty bonds. 


r Q. Do I get any interest on my money while it is loaned to my 
Government ?' 


A. Yes; the Government will pay you interest at the rate of '1 per 
cent a year. 


Q. How do I collect the interest? 
A. Attached to each bond is an engraved sheet of interest coupons, 
one for each six months' period. When the interest date arrives, you 
cnt off the interest coupon of that date and take it to any bank, where 
it may be cashed or deposited. 


Q. How often do I get this interest? 
A. Every six months. 
This interest will be paid to you every 
May 15 and every November 15 during the life of the bond. 


Q. Is there any way I can collect my interest without having to cut 
the coupons? 


A. Yes; you can get the Government to give you a "registered" 
bond; that is, a bond without any coupon attached and with your name 
written on the bond ^ and each six months, as the interest falls due, the 
Treasury Department will send yon a check in paj'ment of the interest, 


What Is the Security? 


Q. A United States Government bond is frequently spoken of as 
'*best security in the world." Why is this true? 


A. Because the promise to pay a Government bond is backed by 
the faith and honor of the United States of America and by the taxing 
power of this whole country, which is the richest Nation in the world. 


Q. Has the United States issued bonds before; and, if so, has it ever 
failed to pay all of its bonds when they became due? 


A. 
This Government has issued bonds before, and has never failed 
to pay every bond when it became due -svith all the interest on same. 
Even after the Civil War, when the country was suifering from a heavy 
debt and was not nearly so rich as it is today, all of the Government 
bonds were paid when they became due. 


How Far Are These Bonds Exen^^pt From Taxes? 


Q. Are Liberty Bonds exempt from taxation? 
A. The bonds are exempt both as to principal and interest from all 
taxes imposed by the United States, any State, or any of the possessions 
of the United States, or by any local taxing authority, except: 


(a) 
Estate or inheritance taxes. 


(b) 
Graduated additional income taxes, commonly known as 


surtaxes and excess profits or Avar-profits taxes now or hereafter 
imposed by the United States upon the income or profits of cor- 
porations, individuals, partnerships, or associations. 


The interest on an amount of bonds and certificates, not in excess 
of $5,000. in one ownership, is exempt from the taxes provided for in 
Clause (b) above. 


Q. Does this mean that the bonds are free from all local taxation? 
A. Yes; the local assessor or tax collector cannot assess these bonds 
as personal property. 


The First Liberty Loan. 


Q. lias our country sold any Liberty Bonds before? 
A. ^'es; $2,000,000,000, bearing 
per cent interest, were sold in 
Juue, 1917. 


Q. Did the people generally subscribe for these bonds? 
A. Yes; more than 4,000,000 persons bought all of these bonds and 
offered to buy a billion more than were offered. 


Q. Suppose the Government offers bonds in the future which will 
pay a higher rate of interest thaii 4 per cent? 


A. If so, the holder of a Liberty Bond will liave the right to cx- 
chauge this bond for one bearing the higher rate of interest. 


Amount of Present Loan. 


Q. What is the amount of the Second Liberty Loan ? 
A. The Secretary of the Treasury is inviting subscriptious for 
$3,000,000,000 and reserves the right to allot additional bonds up to 
one-half the amount of any oversubscription. 


Q. How was this bond issue created? 
A. It was authorized by an act of Congress and approved by the 
President of the United States. 


How to Buy. 


Q. How much 'do bonds of the Second Liberty Loan cost? 
A. From $50 to $100,000, whatever their face value calls for. The 
law states that these bonds must be sold at not less than "par;" that 
is, their face value—100 cents on the dollar. 


Q. How can I buy the bonds of the Second Liberty Loan? 
A. By filling out an application blank and handing it to any bank 
or trust company, or any solicitor of Allen County's Flying Squadron. 


Q. When can this application for bonds be made? 
A. At any time from the 1st day of October to the close of busi- 
ness on the 27th day of October, 1917. 


Q. In what form must applications to buy a Liberty Bond be made ? 


A. All applications must be in the form prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, obtainable at any bank or from a Liberty Loan 
Committee. 
Q. Must the full price of bonds be paid on application? 
A. No; only 2 per cent of the amount you want to buy is required 
^hen application is made. 


Q. When must the remainder be paidt 
A. Four plans are offered—one as low as $1.00 per week, 
Q. When will the subscribers know how many bonds they will re- 
ceive on their subscriptions? 


A. The Secretary of the Treasury will announce this about the 6tli 
of November, 1917. This is known as making the ''allotment." 


Q. Must all subscribers to liberty bonds wait until the allotment is 
made to know whether or not they will receive their bonds? 


A. No; a subscriber for bonds up to $1,000 is certain to receive 
his bond. 


Q. If I desire to pay for the bonds at the time I make my subscrip- 
tion, may I do so? 


A. Yes; you can pay in full for any bonds you buy up to and in- 
cluding $1,000; but subscribers for more than this amoimt .must wait 
until the allotment is made. 


What You Get 


Q. If I pay in fiill for a $50, $100, $500, or $1,000 bond, do I re- 
ceive the bond? 


A. Yes; you will receive a bond dated November 15, 1917, and 
bearing interest from that date. You will receive it, within a short 
time after your payment has been made. 


Q. 
What provision is made for the interest accruing on the bonds 
from November 15, 1917, to May 15, 1918, a six months' period, when 
final payment on the bonds is not made until January 15, 1918 ? 


A. Interest from November 15,, 1917, to date of final or full pay- 
ment must be made added to the last payment. 
Credit will be given 
the subscriber for interest at the same rate upon all the payments. Tables 
showing the amount of accrued interest payable on January 15, 1918, 
and on various interest days after payment has been made, will be dis- 
tributed through the banks by the Treasury Department. 


Q. As a practical matter, will I have any difiiculty in attending to 
these details? 


A. None at all. Any bank, trust company, bond house, or broker 
will gladly give you full instructions at any time without charge. 


How Women May Aid» 


Q. How may women aid the Liberty Loan? 
A. First: By the purchase of Liberty Bonds. Second: By help- 
ing to sell Liberty Bonds to others. 


Q. Can a woman own a Liberty Bond as her personal property* 
A. A Liberty Bond is the personal property of the purchaser or 
of the person to wdioni the purchaser may sell or assign it. If it is a 
registered bond, the record of its ownership is a matter of govern- 
mental record. A Liberty Bond is therefore the property of the woman 
who buys it until she disposes of it. 


jQ. Why should women buy Liberty Bonds ? 
A. Because Liberty Bonds are the method adopted by the Govern- 
ment of the United States to take care of the soldiers, sailors, and 
marines who are fighting America's war. The success of our men in 
this war will benefit women no less than men. Women may not fight; 
but women may aid men in providing the sinews of war for the fighters. 
To women, oven more poignantly than to men, come the words of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, "Shall AVC be more tender with our dollars 
t han with the lives of our sons ?" 


Q. What may women's organizations do to promote the Liberty 
Loan ? 


A. Every organization of women has a fund of some sort which may 
be used to aid the Liberty Loan. The money of this fund may be in- 
vested in Liberty Bonds. There is no better investment for the funds 
of an institution, a commimity, or of an organization. Every women's 
organization in the country should be represented by investment in tho 
Liberty Bonds. 


Q. How does the purchase of Liberty Bonds express the patriotism 
of the American people? 


A. Every citizen of the United States who buys a Liberty Bond 
registers his approval of our defending ourselves against Germany. 
Every citizen who buys a Liberty Bond testifies to his love of corintrj-. 
Every citizen who buys a Liberty Bond contributes toward victory,

whollj' on the offensive. 
They enter 
the war on tlio western front long 
after the defen.sive. stage has pa.ssed 
with the allies. 


Throujsrh careful studie.« by Ameri- 
can artillery 
expertp. the 
American 
army is being equipped .so the major 
part of the work will devolve on the 
artillery. 


Despite the fact that the troop.s will 
constantly attack, it is expected the 
number killed in action will be less 
than 11 per 1,000 men engaged. 


"Making haste slowly" 
will 
save 
thousands of American lives. 
Ameri- 
can officers have benefited by studying 
the artillery methods of the French 
and British. 
Their experiments have 
advanced the 
art of 
attacking 
en- 
trenched positions to an exact science 
—of which the saving of men is the 
biggest factor. 


The British artillery experts 
have 


reduced their losses to ono half those 
of a. year ago. 


On the other hand the French sj-s- 
tem of artillery attack, which 
grew 
out of their defensive method."^ earlier 
in the war, proved costly in^ life in 
thi.s year's offensive. 


Their terrible Iospcs caused the re- 
moval of O n c r a l Xivelln from com- 
rnanri, and tiio French political crisiK 
in the sprins:. 


Tho modern systemi of 
attack 
i.«? 
based on two kinds of artillery fire, 
which screen the infantrj*. 


Two kinds of guns produce the two 
different "ban-ages," or "curtains of 
fire," always sprayed between the at- 
tacking troops and the enemy. 


When the troops advance at a walk 
(they never run) their light guns be- 
hind 
them—British 
three-inch 
and 
French 
7 5-millimeter guns—throAV in 
advance of them the "rolling barrage." 
This rain of shells, advanced In exact 
time to the men's advance, explodes 
in a veritable sheet of flame and shot 
only 100 yards ahead of the troops. 


These shells are shrapnel. 
They 
burst high in the air and from tho 
front end of the shell. 
Their 
frag- 
ments and contained 
shot 
descend 
downward and forward on the enemy, 
but not backward. 


The 
"rolling barrage" 
is 
stopped 
when th<» attacker.s take the enemy's 
first line. 


In the nieantlme the 
hea\T 
guns 
back of the field guns have been hurl- 
ing the other barrage high over the 
heads of the troops and over the "roll- 
ing barrage." 
This rain of shells falls 
behind the German first line—between 
it and the second and support lines. 


These huge shells are loaded with 
high explosives and shatter in every 
direction.

ing effect for 1,000 yards radius. 
To 
keep from killing their own troops, 
the French had to hurl these shells at 
least half a mile beyond the French 
line, or half a mile back of the Ger- 
man first line. 


Thus there'was always about half a 
mile of comparatively safe territory 
between the "rolling barrage" and the 
stationai-y barrage. 


The Germans, learning this, began 
to plant large numbers of men and 
machine guns in shell holes, pits and 
subsidiary trenches for half 
a 
mile 
back of their first line trenche.s. 


When 
the French 
troops 
reached 
the German first line, and their "roll- 
ing barrage" was lifted, 
they 
were 
confronted with Germans who had re- 
mained alive in the half mile 'safety' 
zone" between the two barrages.

French suffered enormous losses, 
pecially from the German 
machine, 
guns.

F o r their advance barrage'fire t h ^ 
British artillery is composed of fi^jm, 
six and seven-inch guns, with sh;fiils 
of a shattering radius less than 
half 
that of the large French sheila 


The small distance between th-a two 
British barrages affords no 
"safety 
strip" for the Germans. 


Therefore when the Germr/'ns ex- 
pect a British advance they pTflii back 
their men to their reserve l^nes and 
counter attack when the Britsh have 
seized the first line. 
When, they- ex- 
pect a French assault they "mass large 
numbers of men and ma/;hine guns 
right back of their first line. 


The British advances 
have 
been 
slow, piece by piece, with, small losses. 
Frequently 
the French 
have 
made 
further progress, but at; frightful cost 
in bloody "hand-to-hand 
fighting. 


The French barrage has often killed 
many of their > own men when they 
rushed ahead too fast into the wide ex- 
plosion zone of the big French shells. 


The adoption of the British system 
h a s caused changes and delay in the 
American plans, but it is wqll worth 
while.

munitions, 
he is in- 
variably able to .score a local success. 
This the Germans gained in their as- 
sault on the French positions along the 
right bank of the Meuse in the region 
north of^iill 344. 


"The enemy's success was, however, 
more short lived than was to be antici- 
pated when its cost is taken into con- 
sideration, f or not only did the French 
regain the positions momentarily lost, 
but they a r e now holding their posi- 
tions against e.xceedingly heavy enemy 
pre.ssure at the .same time .successfully 
carrying on their 
offensive 
engage- 
ments in Flanders, a s well a s raiding 
the enemy's linos at other points." 


The review touched briefly upon the 
situation on other fronts.

is the best and surest way of wreek- 
ing the institution. 
It may be an 
Indirect way of wrecking the light- 
ing plant, but it is nevertheless a 
sure way, and it is furthermore the 
usual way of those who, pretending 
an interest in municipal properties, 
succeed in wrecking them. 


Mr. Colcrick's Address. 
Guy Colerick also spoke a t t h e meet- 
ing a t t h e South Wayne school. 
H e 
declared 
that t h e election 
involves 
more than local questions. 
A demand 
has been m a d e upon Mr. Cutshall to 
concisely state his stand on t h e right- 
eousness of t h e present war, which, 
Mr. Colerick stated, he had failed to 
do. 


"Mr. Cutshall's persistent refusal to 
take a clear a n d positive stand h a s 
made the people of our city 
think, 
which is shown by t h e common talk 
upon t h e street, t h a t ho is hopeful that 
a possible disloyal element m a y help 
his candidacy," Mr. Colerick continued.

Berlin's announcement of t h e

All that 
remains had been 
penned up on the southern peninsula, 
which terminates In the town of Serel, 
and this evidently now has been swept 
clear by the Germans.

Russian

forces a r e now

Berlin does not 
admit any losses in the engagement

The en- 
tire population of the town had gath- 
ered along the route taken by the' 
automobiles and the enthusiasm of- the 
people illustrated strikingly the mo- 
rale of the French nation.

when they swung by in review, cheered 
the American troops when the marshal 
walked • before them and when a.

Tho purchas- 
ng agent should be responsible not only 
or all purchases, but likewise for the re- 
ceipt of all material, no payments being 
"made until invoices are certified. 
Sanitary conditions in Fort Wayne are 
open to material Improvement and as 
mayor I would spare no pa:ns to bring 
mm to the highest possible state of ex- 
cellence to the end that the health of 
iur people *be protected and conserved. 
There Is-no greater waste than the waste 
iccasloned by avoidable disease 


Qtrbage Question. 
The question of garbage disposal aae 


>een settled for the next ten years by 
tha recent lotting of a contract with a pri- 
vate concern, but the question of garbage 
iolloction has not, and it Is to'day ma- 
terially more of an Issue than four year* 
ago. 
As mayor I would arrange for a real 
collection at all times, providing additional 
wagons during the canning season and 
whenever 
garbage , accumulations aro 
heavy. Garbage that is not promptly re- 
noved in a public expense in that it is un- 
lealthfu! and insanitary. 
Clean streets should be tho normal, not 
.he unusual condition. Here, too, the prin- 
ciple of appointing capable officials and 
molding thorn responsible 
for 
results 
should be held to strict responsibility for 
their condition.

The matter of street Improvements is 
one in which our people are vitilly Inter- 
ested as it concerns both their pocket-, 
jooks and their comfort.

Mary's river four or five miles, making 
a short visit to an old school friend, 
who, has lived along that river all hW 
life, and he informed me that after 
that factory opened, he could go down 
to the river, or could In the past go to. 
t, and scoop double handsful of small 
minnows along the edge, decayed and 
rotten, and that hundreds of flsh dl« 
each year in consequence' thereof in 
that river and in the city of Fort 
Wayne, and that last" fall the health 
authorities had to remove the dead, 
carcasses of flsh from the St Mary'* 
river, as a protection to the health of 
the,people of the city of Fort "Wayne. 


"This is the time to conserve food, 


and unless you "take some immediate 
steps to remove whatever flsh may tx 
found in the St. Mary's river, between 
Fort Wayne and Decatur, I will notify 
the farmers along the way to tak« 
them in any manner they can, barring 
explosives and poisons, for their own 
legitimate use.

Mr. McAdoo, the secretary of the treasury, 


could have gone directly to the big money 
interests in New York, Chicago, Boston, Balti- 
more and other financial centers and with no 
great trouble or delay could have disposed of 
the second Liberty Loari issue of bonds. It is 
not the" purpose of the government to finance 
this war that fashion. If bonds are a good 
thing for financiers to hold they are an equally 
good thing for the people to hold. The gov- 
ernment will pay just as high a rate of interest 
on a fifty-dollar bond held by a wageearner 
m it will on a hnndred-thousand-dollar bond 
held by a "Wall street millionaire. 
• Heretofore it has been the practice of the 
federal treasury to look almost solely to the 
great banks to absorb issues of national secur- 


t ities. Now the government conies into the 


midst of ¥the people offering opportunity to 
everybody to become one of the creditors of 
his nation. That is the true spirit of the 
democracy this war,is being waged to uphold. 
There ought to be no moping response to it. 
The government needs the money and the 
people have it to lend. They are not asked 
to give'it; they are not even asked to lend it 
on-niggardly terms. Four per cent interest 
is, a high rate on government bonds and it is 
all net income for the' purchaser of bonds 
because the small bondholders will be exempt 
from every form of taxation upon their 
holdings. 
, 
, • 


' If the people will take up the second Liberty 
Loa^ as they took up the first Liberty Loan 
and continue to invest' their surplus money 
in bonds 'on to the end of the war as the 
government from time to time puts out new 
issues, according to its needs, the close of the 
conflict will find the people of America with 
billions of dollars in savings that otherwise 
they would not have. Saving to buy bonds to 
help the government will actuate frugalities 
and effect economies that under other circum- 
stances hundreds of thousands of Americans 
—the .least frugal of all civilized peoples— 
would not attempt. There is, too, the consid- 
eration that if the bond issues are absorbed 
by the body of the people the war will not 
leave the couutiy with a narrow bond-holding 
class carrying the government credit for many 
billions and developing a class such as Mr. 
Bryan was once wont to describe as the "idle 
holders of idle money.'' The widest possible 
distribution of the government's war bonds 
'will be a sound and healthful condition for 
the countiy after the war. 


It is impossible, of course, that the govern- 


ment should not look to the great financial 
interests of the country to aid in the absorp- 
tion, of the war bonds. Their help is just as 
necessaiy as the help of the people altogether, 
but it will be well for the people themselves 
on the solidest material grounds and better 
for the whole country that the bonds be dis- 
tributed widely and the bond-holding class be 
made up in large part of millions of small 
bondholders rather than that the bulk of the 
issues be forced by public apathy into the 


< hands of great interests. 


There are not many in the country today 


' who are earning so little—even with the high 
' costs of living—that they cannot invest to 
some extent in the second Liberty Loan bonds. 
No one need hesitate to make such an invest- 
ment. The security is the best the world 
knows. The rate of interest is high. The 
bonds are no inconvenience if'stress comes 
and ready money is imperative, for these bonds 
are the finest collateral security that can be 
found. 


Above all other considerations is that the 


government now needs money to fight the 
great war that it could not escape. The money 
of the people as well as the lives of their sons 
is necessary to guarantee the security of the 
nation and destroy the menace of a ruthless 
autocracy.

THE LIBERTY LOAN PRIMER i 


Q. What is the second liberty loan 


of 1917? 


A. It is a loan of money by the peo- 


ple of the United States to their gov- 
ernment. 


Q. Why does the United States gov- 


ernment borrow money? 


A. Because we are forced to defend 


ourselves against 
the attacks on 


American rights by the German gov- 
ernment, and 
therefore 
must have 


money to equip and maintain our 
army and navy. We need money also 
in order to lend to.those nations with 
whom we are making common cause 
in this war. 


Q. Are not the ordinary receipts of 


the givernment fro mtaxes, etc., suffi- 
cent to do this? 


A. No; the ordinary receipts of the 


goveinment are about one and a 
quarter billion dollars a year, while 
our expenses of the war for the fiscal 
year ending July 1, 1918, will fce over 
$10,000,000,000, not including 
the 


money which we will lend to our al- 
lies. 


Q. How is the government to raise 


this large amount of money? 


A. By borrowing from the people 


and by increasing taxes. 


Q. When I lend my money to the 


United States government, what do I 
get in return? 
, 


A. You get a promissory note given 


by the United States government and 
bearing interest. This note is called a 
"bond." 


Q. What, then, is a United States 


government bond? 


A. It is the direct and unconditional 


promise of the United States of Amer- 
ica: to pay upon a certain date a speci- 
fied sum of money in gold, together 
with interest at a specific rate, payable 
at specific dates until the bond ma- 
tures, or is called for redemption. 


Q. In what form is this promise? 
A. It is engraved upon a sheet of 


distinctive paper used only for the 
money and securities of the United 
States, and is executed by the secre- 
tary of the treasury and by the reg- 
istrar of the treasury and sealed with 
th etreasury department seal. 


Q. When are bonds of the second 


liberty loan dated? 
, 


A. November 15, 1917, is the date 


they will bear, because that is the date 
on which they will be Issued by the 
government and the date on which in- 
terest begins. 


Q. When will these bonds be paid 


by the government; that is, when will 
they become due? 


A. November 15, 1942; but the gov- 


ernment has the right to pay them 
any time after ten years from date of 
the bond. , 


Q. Do I have to hold my bonds tin- 


til the date it is due before I get my 
money back? 


A. No; you can sell your bond any 


time you desire. There is always a 
ready^ marketeer United States gov- 
ernment bonds. 
i 
' 


Q. How can such a sale be mode? 
A. Any bank, trust "company, re- 


liable bond dealer-or broker will be 
glad ;to sejl your bond for you at any 
time. 


Q. If necessary,' could I borrow 


money on these bonds? 


A. Yes; United States gox'ernment 


bonds are the best security which can 
be offered in borrowing money.' They 
will obtain for you the best terms pos- 
sible. Ask any bank if you desire to 
borrow money on your liberty bonds. 


Q. Do I get any interest on my 


money while it is 'loaned to my gov- 
ernment? 


A. Yea; the government will pay 


you interest at the rate of 4 per cent. 
a~year. 
' 


Q. How do I collect the interest? 
A. Attached to each bond is an en- 


graved sheet of interest coupons, one 
for each six months' period. When'the 
interest date arrives, you cut offs the 
interest coupon of that date and take 
it to any bank, where it can be cashed 
or deposited. 
\Q. How often do I get this interest? 


A. Every six months. 
This inter- 


est will be paid to you every May 15 
an devery November 15 during the life 
of the bond. 


Q. Is there" any way I can collect my 


interest without having to cut the cou- 
pons? 


A. Yes; you can get the govern- 


ment to give you a "registered" bond; 
that is a bond without any coupons at- 
tached and with your name written on 
the bond, and each six months, as the 
interest falls due. the treasury depart- 
ment will send you a check in pay- 
ment of the interest. 


Q. Then there are two kinds of lib- 


erty bonds? 


A. Yes; bonds with interest coupons 


attached, which are called "bearer" or 
"coupon" bonds, and bonds which do 
not have coupons attached, which are 
called "registered" bonds. 


Q. To whom is a coupon bond pay- 


able? 
• , 


A. A coupon bond is payable to 


bearer. 


Q. To whom is a registered bond 


payable? 


A. A registered bond Is payable to 


the person whose 'name is written on 
its face and no other person. A reg- 
istered bond'Jan be transferred from 
one owner to another by the owner 
writing his name on the back of i the 
bond in the presence of a witness au- 
thorized by the United States treasury 
department. 


Q. Shall a married woman use her 


own name or her husband's? 


A. Her own—Mrs. Mary Brown, not 


Mrs. John Brown. 


Q. If I should sell my bond, how 


shall I transfer it to the new owner? 


A. If it is a coupon bond, merely by 


delivery. Just hand it to the new own- 
er. 
* 


Q. Suppose it is a registered bond? 
A. You must execute the blank form 


on the back of the bond in accordance 
with directions there given. 


Q. Suppose a married woman wants 


to transfer a bond made out in her 
maiden name? 


A. She should sign herself "Mary 


Jones, now by marriage Mary Brown." 


Q. Can I lend any amount to the 


government and get a bond in return. 


A. No; $50 is the smallest amount 


that the government will accept in re- 
turn for a bond. .Coupon bonds arc la- 
sued in the following fixed denomina- 
tions: $60, $100. $500, $1,000, $5,000 
and $10,000; icgistered bonds are is- 
sued in fixed denominations of $50, 
§100, $500, $1,000, $5,000, $10,000 and 
$100,000. 


Q. A United 
States government 


bond is frequently spoken of as "best 
security in the world." 
Why is this 


true? 


A. Because the promise to pay a 


government bond 
IB backed by the 


faith and honor of the United States of 
America and by the taxing power of 
this whole country, which is the rich- 
e&t nation in the world. 


Q. Has the United States issued 


bonds before, and if so, has it ever 
failed to pay all of its bonds when they 
became due? 


A. This government has 
issued 


bonds before, and has never failed to 
pay every bond when it became due, 
with all the Interest on same. Even 
after the civil war, when the country 
was suffering from a heavy debt and 
was not nearly so rich as it is today, 
all of the government bonds were paid 
when they became due. 


Q. Are liberty bonds exempt from 


taxation? 


A. The bonds are exempt both as 


to principal and interest from all taxes 
imposed by the United States, any 
state, or any of the possessions of the 
United States, or by local taxing au- 
thority, except: 


(a) Estate or inheritance taxes. 
(b) Graduated additional income 


taxes, commonly known as surtaxes 
and excess profits or \var-profits taxes 
now or hereafter imposed by the 
United States upon the income of 
profits of corporations, 
indivduals, 


partnerships, or associations. 


The interest on an amount of bonds 


and certificates, not in excess of $5,000 
in one ownership, is exempt from the 
taxes provided for in class (b) above. 


Q. Does this mean that the bonds 


are free from all local taxation? 


A. ~Yes; the local assessor or tax 


collector cannot assess these bonds as 
personal property. 


Q. Has our countiy sold any lib- 


erty bonds Before before? 


A. Yes; $2,000,000,000 bearing 3% 


per cent interest, weie sold in June, 
1917. 


Q. Did the people generally sub- 


scribe for these bonds? 


A. Yes; more than 4,000,000 per- 


sons bought all of these bonds and of- 
fered to buy a billion more than weie 
offered. 


Q. Did all who subscribe for Lib- 


erty Bonds get their full subscrip- 
tions? 


A. No; the government only asked 


to borrow $2,000,000,000 from the peo- 
ple, and therefore only desired to sell 
$2,000,000,000 of bonds. As more than 
$3,000,000,000 were subscribed* for, 
the secretary of the treasury cut down 
some of the subscriptions, 


Q. Were those who desired to lend 


small sums to the government—that 
is, who subscribed to small amounts of 
bonds—favored ? 


A. -Yes; all those who subscribed to 


bonds from $50 up to $10,000 weie 
given the full amount. 


Q. How about those who subscribed 


for larger amounts? 


A, These were cut down so that 


some of those who subscribed for ex- 
ceedingly 'large amounts received only 
about one-fifth of the amount of their 
subscription. 


Q. Is the government likely to of 


fer other bonds for sale during the 
war? 
i 


A. Yes. 
Q. Suppose the government offers 


bonds in the future which will pay a 
higher rate of interest than 4 per cent? 


A. If so, the holder of a Liberty 


Bond will have $ie right to exchange 
this bond for one bearing the higher 
rate of interest 


Q* What is the amount of the sec- 


ond Liberty Loan? 


A. The secretary of the treasury is 


inviting subscriptions for $13,000,000,- 
000 and reserves the right to allot ad-' 
ditional bonds up to one-half the 
amount of any oversubscription. 


Q. How was this bond issue created ? 
A. It was authorized by an act of 


congress and approved by the president 
of the United States. 


Q. How much do bonds of the Sec- 


ond Liberty Loan cost? 
A. From $50 to $100,000, whatever 
their face value calls for. The law 
states that these bonds must be sold 
at not less than "par;" that is, then- 
face value—100 cents on the dollar. 


Q. How can I buy the bonds of the 


Second Liberty Loan? 


A. 
By filling 
t out an application 


blank and handing it to any, banker or 
trust company, bond dealer or broker, 
or to one of the federal reserve banks, 
or to the treasury department at Wash- 
ington. 


Q. When can this application for 


bonds be made? 


A. At any time from the 1st day of 


October to the close of business on the 
27th day of October, 1917. 


Q. In what'form must applications 


to buy a liberty bond be made? 


A. All applications must be in the 


form prescribed by the secretary of the 
treasury, obtainable at any bank or 
from a liberty loan committee. 


Q. Must the full price of bonds be 


paid on application? 


A. 
No; only 2 per cent of the 


amount you want to buy is required 
when application is made. 


Q. When must the remainder be 
paid? 


A. In installments as follows: Eight- 


een per cent on November 15, 1917; 40 
per cent on December 15, 1917; and 
40 per cent on January 15, 1918. 


Q. Can I buy a bond on the install- 


ment plan by paying for it weekly or 
monthly? 


A. The treasury department will 


not accept payments in this manner, 
but many banks and a great many 
employers will sell you a bond and al- 
low you to pay for it in partial pay- 
ments. If you desire to pay for your 
bonds in this way, consult your em- 
ployer or any banker. 


Q. When will the subscribers know 


how irany bonds they will receive on 
their subscriptions? 


A. The secretary of the treasury 


will announce this about the 6th of No- 
vember, 1917. This is known as mak- 
ing the "allotment" 


Q. Must all subscribers to liberty 


bonds wait until the allotment is made 
to know whether or not they will re- 
ceive their bonds? 


A, No; a subscriber for bonds up to 


$1,000 is certain to receive his bond. 


Q. If I desire to pay for the bonds 


at the time I make my' subscription, 
may I do so? 


A. Yes; you can pay in full for any 


bonds you buy up to and« including 
$1,000; but subscribers for more than 
this amount must wait until the ,allot- 
ment is made. 


Q. If I pay in full for a $50, $100, 


$500 of $1,000 bond, do I receive the 
bond ? 
> 


A. Yes; you will receive a bond 


dated November 15, 1917, and bearing 
interest from date. You will receive 
It, within a short time after your pay- 
ment has been made. 


Q. If this bond Is a coupon bond, 


will it have the coupons attached? 


•A. The bond which you will i cccive 


will have coupons attached, covering 
the semi-annual interest for a period 
of two years. 
After November 15, 


1919, and before May 15, 1920, the 
holder will have an opportunity to 
exchange tins bond for a new bond 
having a full set of coupons. 


Q. Why are bonds issued m thisn 


wasj? 
/ 


A. The work of engraving bonds 


with a laige number of coupons at- 
tached is so great that bonds can not 
be ready for delivery to purchasers 
within a leasonable time except by ic- 
ducing the number of coupons. 


Q. Do subscribers to liberty bonds 


receive particular recognition? 


A. Yes; each subscriber is given a 


badge of honor m the form of an offi- 
cial button. 


Q. 
To whom shall I make pay- 


ments? 


A. Payments can bo made to the 


treasury department at Washington or 
to one of the twelve fedeial reserve 
banks in cash, by bank draft, certified 
check, postoffice money order, or ex- 
pi ess company money order, but sub- 
scribeis aie urged to make all pay- 
ments on their bonds to the bank with 
whom they placed their subscriptions. 


Q. What provision is made for the 


interest accruing on the bonds from 
/November 15, 1917, to May 15, 1918, a 
six months pei lod, when final payment 
on the bonds is not made until 
uary 15, 1918' 


A. 
Interest from November 15, 


1917, to date of final or full payment 
must be added to the Ja&t payment. 
Ci edit will be given the subscriber for 
inteiest at the same rate upon all the 
payments. Tables showing the amount 
of acci ued interest payable on January 
15, 191$, and on \anous interest days 
aftei payment has been made, will bo 
distnbuted thiough the banks by the 
• 


treasuiy department. 


Q. As a praactical matter, will I 


have any difficulty in attending to 
these details? 


A. None at all. Any bank, trust 


company, bond house, 01 toroKer will 
gladly give you full instructions at any 
time without chaige. 


Q. How may women aid the liberty 


loan ? 


A. First: By the'purchase of lib- 


erty bonds. Second: By ^helping to 
sell liberty bonds to othcis 


Q. Can a woman own a liberty bond 


as her peisonal pioperty? 


A. A liberty bond is the personal 


property of the purchaser or of^ the 
person to \vhom the purchaser may 
sell or assign it. If it is a registered 
bond, the recoid of its owneiship Is a 
mattei of governmental recoid, A lib- 
erty bond is therefore the property of 
the woman who buys it until she dis- .'• 
poses of it. 
• 


Q. Why should women buy liberty 


bonds? 


A. Because liberty bonds are the 


method adopted by the government 
of the United States to take care of 
the soldiers, sailors and marines who 
are fighting America's wai. The suc- 
cess of our men In this war will benefit 
women no less than men. Women may 
not fight, but women may aid men in 
providing the sinew of war for the 
fighters. 
- To 
women, even more 


poignantly than to\ men, come the 
words of the secretary of the treasury, 
"Shall we be more tender with our 
dollars than with the lives "of our 
sons?" 


Q. What may women's organiza- 


tions do to promote the liberty loan? 


A. Eveiy organization of women 


has a fund of some sort which may be ,1, 
used to aid the libei ty loan. The money '' 
of this fund may be invested m liberty 
bonds. There is no better investment 
for the funds of an institution, a com- . 
munity, or of an organization. Every ' 
women's organization in the country 
should be represented by investment 
in the liberty bonds. 


Q. How does the purchase of hbei ty 


bonds express the patriotism of the 
American people? 


A. Every citizen of the United 


States who buys a liberty bond icgis- '*• 
teis his approval of our defending our- 
selves against Gei many. Every citizen 
who buys a liberty bnod testifies to his 
love of counti y. Every citizen who buys 
a liberty bond contributes toward vie- ' 
tory.

•whose life was even more beautiful 
than her beautiful name. v 
Florence Nightingale was born in 


1MO in the fair Italian city of Flor- 
•noe—uja c^y 
Of dowers—for which 


9hd was named* Her father was a 
wealthy landowner In Derbyshire, Eng- 
land. Her mother was the daughter 
ot an 
eminent 
philanthropist and 


member of parliament. In her youth 
he rfather instructed her carefully 
in the classics and higher mathemat- 
ics; a few years later, partly through 
«t*nslv« travel, she- became proficient 
in French, German and Italian. 


Rich, pretty and 
well 
educated, 


what was there more she could wish 
ft>r? Her heart however, did not turn 
toward a fashionable life. Very early 
she began to visit the poor and the 
siok near her home and on her fa> 
thwr'a estate. Perhaps the mantle* of 
her mother's father had fallen upon 
the young girl. She had also a great 
tenderness toward dumb animals and 
flould never bear to see them injured. 


There was one thing that struck ev- 


erybody who knew her. It was .that 
•he seemed to be always thinking what 
she could do to please or help some 
one who needed either help or com- 
fort. She was ao gentle with animals 
that even th* shyest of them would, 
come quite close to her and pick up 
whatever she flung down for them to 
oat. Florence was very fond of rld- 
inc, and her father's old- friend, the 
clergyman of the parish, used often 
to ootne and take'her for a ride with 
Mm wh«a he went to the farm cot- 
tages at a distance. He was a good 
maa *nd was very kind to the poor. 


Jut he had studied medicine when a 


young man, he was able to tell the peo- 
ple what would do them good when 
they were ill or had met With an accl- 
dant Little Florence took great de- 
light in helping to nurse those who

pital. Pastor Flledner had established 
an asylum for discharged prison wom- 
en, a home for helpless women, a 
school for the children of those who 
worked in factories, and finally a hos- 
pital for the training of nurses> It was 
under the influence of a^ man with 
such a heart and brain that Florence 
Nightingale received the training for 
her life's work. 
When she had fin- 


ished course. Pastor FHedner said, 
since he had been director of that in- 
stitution, no one else had passed so 
perfect an examination or shown her- 
self so thoroughly mistress of all she 
had learned. 
, 


On her return to Englapd, she could 


not rest long even in her beautiful 
home while there was so much work 
to be done in the world. Her great op- 
portunity came, the opportunity for 
which her abounding sympathy and 
careful preparation prepared her, 
when in the great Crimean war some- 
one was needed to organize and direct 
a corps of nurses to care for the sick 
and dying who were numbered by the 
thousands. Florence Nightingale was 
looked upon £s the only woman who 
could bring order and comfort to the 
far-away Hospitals. 


To tell how, though frail in health, 


she went—a true woman dares do any- 
thing that helps the world; how by 
her self-sacrifice, gentleness, and fine 
skill she won the love and devotion of 
thousands of wounded; and how by so 
doing she won the name more beauti- 
ful than her own name, "the Angel of 
the Crimea," would be to tell of the 
glory and beauty of her later life, for 
which her youth had been a noble 
preparation.

YOUR HEALTH 
AND HOW YOU 


CAN KEEP IT 


Rules for Care of the Patient and tho 


Sick Room. 


Measles, scalet fever, diphtheria 


and certain 
communicable diseases 


are - perhaps most 
leadily transmit- 
ted by the dis- 
charges from the 
nose and mouth 
of a sick person. 


When the pa- 


tient is 'cared for 
in 
tho 
home, 


where some mem- 


ber of the family must act as nurse, It 
is necessary for the protection of the 
person wno acts in this capacity and 
for those who come in contact with 
the patient, that the utmost care be 
exercised. 


Instead of handkerchiefs Jo receive 


the nose and mouth discharges the 
sick person should be supplied with 
cheesecloth or paper napkins. 
Thoso 


which have been used and discarded 
should be handled only by the nurse 
and should be burned immediately. 


After handling such materials, the 


hands should be thoroughly disinfect- 
ed wth some good antiseptic solution 
or washed with disinfectant soap. 


The dishes and eating utensils used 


by the sufferer should never be wash- 
ed with those used In the household 
by the family. They should be placed 
in a pan containing a disinfecting, so- 
lution of cresola 
or formaldehyde, 


which may be kept just outside the 
sick room door. -Afterwards 
they 


should be placed in boiling water and 
allowed to boil for 10 or 15 minutes. 


Sheets and bedclothes cannot help 


but become sprinkled with fine par- 
ticles of sputum when the patient 
coughs or sneezes and they should be 
placed in a tub containing one of tha 
disinfecting solutions and allowed to 
soak for three hours, after which they 
should be boiled for one-half hour. 


When there is a sufferer from tu- 


berculosis in the household he should 
not use the dishes or eating' utensils 
which the other members of the fam- 
ily .use, but should bo supplied with 
an individual outfit. 


How to Avoid Carrying Infection 


/ 
From the Sick Room. 


Direct infection from sick to well is 


chiefly responsible for the spread of 
most Infectious disease. 


Some, however, 
are 
contracted 


through water, food, milk and flies' and 
articles handled by the victims of dis- 
ease. Ofttlmcs by coughing, sneezing 
of spitting patients also spread dis- 
ease. 


The hands of patients and attend- 


ant are of utmost importance for they 
come in touch with the secretions giv-' 
en off by the body and most readily 
transmit any germs they may contain. 
It Is most important that they be- thor- 
oughly washed frequently. 


Control of infectious disease means 


the careful isolation of the sick from 
the well. 
Scrupulous care sliould be 


taken in the disinfection of the dis- 
charge from the body of tho patient 


It Is necessary to have trie sick 


child separated from the well at all 
times. First that it shall not spread 
the sickness from which it is suffering, 
and secondly that it shall secure the 
rest and quiet which is needed. 


There is a period at the beginning 


of Infectious diseases which appears 
to be especially dangerous, during tho 
time the disease is developing. It ia 
important at this time also that the 
ailing child be kept from well chil- 
dren. - 


Too often the child who is ailing Is 


sent to school, either because he wants 
to go, or because it is> more conven- 
ient for the family. Such children 
may complain of cold m the head, up- 
set stomach, 
headache, sore throat 


and a general feeling of tiredness. 
Such symptoms often afe more seri- 
ous than they seem to many mothers. 
They may be the beginning of measles, 
whooping cough, scarlet fever, grip, 
diphtheria or infantile paralysis. 


Windows of Sick Room Should Re- 


main Up Even if Mercury Drops. 
Don't let your bed^room windows 


drop with the mercury. 
' 


People who let the window open- 


ings narrow down to an inch or two 
as the winter season sets In soon ara 
seized with snuffles and sneezing. Wel- 
come plenty of cool, fresh, bracing air 
—fight winter with Its own weapons. 


It may be your dally business com- 


mands your presents* in stuffy, over- 
heated work rooms or offices where 
the regulation of the temperature is 
not within your individual-control. It 
may be that your fellow workers or 
employers are not wise enough to ap- 
preciate the value, from a business 
standpoint of good ventilation in the 
work room. If it is your misfortune 
to be so confined, try and make up for 
It by giving yourself the maximum 
amount of ventilation during ihe 
hours of sleep. 


Night js the time for mental and 


physical upbuilding. It is impossible 
to purify the blood properly with used\ 
air. It is quite as necessary to bathe 
the blodd with clear air while it Is 
passing through the lungs as to bathe 
your body with clean water. 


Bleeping with windows open the 


year around is a matter of habit and 
bedclothes. 
Nature Intended us t» 


have fresh air to breathe both day 
and night. If you have any lingering 
memories of the old wives' tale'that 
night air is Injurious, put it aside. 
This, like many another old saying, 
has no foundation in fact. 


Don't think that a pane of glass 


will protect 
you 
from pneumonia. 


Cold itself is not a factor in tho dis- 
ease. In the Arctic regions the germ 
does not exist in the pure frigid at- 
mosphere. 
This points dirpotly to 


ono mean"! of avoiding tlio disease.

The general'synod of the English Lu- 


theian church, which is in session at the 
Christ Lutheran church, West Jefferson 
street, is the oldest body of Lutherans in 
America. It originated in 1820 at Hag- 
erstown, Md. There were a number of 
different tendencies in the body from the 
start, being both the radical and con- 
servative elements, i In 1866, at a meet- 
ing of the synod at the Trinity Lutheran 
church, qf which Rev. Dr. Samuel Wagen- 
lials, the present pastor, was just begin- 
ning his long period of service, these 
different tendencies came to a head, and 
the body split. There then became two 
Lutheran bodies, the general «ynod and 
the general council. Pour years' pre\ious 
the united synod of the south had been 
formed. 


Controversies Forgotten. 


At this day those old controversies 


have been forgotten, 
tho man who 


urged the break are dead, and the 
coming in of the new generation of 
pastors has made this proposed mer- 
ger possible. Dr. J. A. Seiss, a promi- 
nent philanthropist of that time, was 
one of the last of those who favored 
the break, to die, and before his death 
he longed to see the time when the 
churches might be merged again. 
- This question of the joining of the 
churches is to be taken • up at the 
synod convening here. It has already 
been voted upon by a number of dis- 
tricts composing the general synod, of

-There is'every possibility 
that this measure will pass all these 
meetings, for it is favored by the lead- 
ers of each of the dissenting groups.

The first fierce attack of the city 


election campaign is being waged, be- 
hind a barrage 'of fire of injunction 
threats and' a promise of unsigned 
election certificates, «y the republican 
leaders. 


The right~ of democrats to make 


copies of names and addresses from 
the registration blank? is being denied 
by the republican election clerks and 
officers. If the democratic committee 
continues to employ a staff of women 
to transcribe the names from the reg- 
istration slips there is the threat of a 
'possible injunction suit, it was given 
out Wednesday. 


Democratic and republican clerks 


alike have ^been copying the names of 
the legalized voters from the registra- 
tion slips in the city hall during the 
past week. When the democratic cen- 
tral committee wanted to speed the 
work, of gaining all the names and 
taking the 6,500 signatures from the 
lists, which came in on Monday, they 
presented the matter before the elec- 
tion board. 


Attorney William Fruechienicht and 


City Clerk Boorge|jf. members of the 
board, held that aify voter has a right 
to gain access to the certificates under 
the election law. They stated that re- 
publicans and democrats alike could 
make .copies of the names at once. 


Attorney Lee Hartzell, third mem- 


ber of the. board, a republican, ob- 
jected to any use being made of the 
lists until every name had been re- 
corded in the final record. 
He was 


overruled by the majority of the board 
members, who hold that inspection 
rights are embodied in section 31, of 
the election law, which reads: 


The Law. 


. "Any voter of the county shall have 
the right, at all times, up to the time 
said registration books and registra- 
tion applications are delivered to the 
Inspector of elections, as hereinafter 
provided, to examine, in the presence 
of the clerk of said registration board, 
said registration books and to examine 
any and all applications for registra- 
tion."

Accordingly it was determined that 


several women clerks should go to 
the election board 
office and copy 


names from the blanks for the dem- 
ocratic organization, 
Tuesday night. 


The city'council held in session so late 
that no copying work could be carried 
on, however, and the lists were not 
molested. 


Five women were used in copying 


names on Wednesday for the demo- 
cratic campaign workers. The names 
will be used for mailing lists in .the 
campaign. 


Republican leaders state that they 


do not care for the names at this 
time. Attorney Hartzell says he op- 
posed the plan of gleaning the names 
frt>m the lists because of the possi- 
bility of the girls placing new blanks 
into the heap of registrations and of 
removing lists of republican* 
He 


may not sign the election certificates, 
he saya.

Other members of the board main- 


tain that there Is no possible chance 
of slipping in new blanks because 
every registration slip is stamped by 
the seal of the election clerk. 
The 


majority of the board members state 
that the absence of the third member's 
signature will not invalidate their cer- 
tificates, although it is thought tliat 
an understanding will be reached and 
no unpleasant results follow.

<Q. Wnfcfr fa the Second Liberty Loan of 1917? 


• -"A, It is a loan of money by the people of the United States to theiaf 


Government. 


Q. Why does the United States Government borrow money ? 
A. Because we are forced to defend ourselves against the attacks 


on American honor and American rights by the German Government, 
and therefore must have money to equip and maintain our Army and 
Navy. We need money also in order to lend to those nations with 
whom we are making common cause in this war. 


. Q. Are not the ordinary receipts of our Government from taxes, 


etc., sufficient to do this? . 


A. No; the ordinary receipts of the Government are about one and 


a quarter billion dollars a year, while our expenses of the war for the 
fiscal year ending July 1, 1918, will be over_ $10,000,000,000, not 
including the money which we will lend to our allies. 


Q. How is the Government going to raise this large amount of 


money? 
A. By borrowing from the people and by increasing taxes. 


What Is a United States Government Bond? 


Q. When I lend my money to the United States Government, what 


do I get in return? 
. , « 


: 
A. You get a.promissory note given by the United States Govern- 


ment and bearing interest. This note is called a "bond." 


Q. What, then, is a United States Government bond? 
A. It is the direct and unconditional promise of the United States 
• 


of America to pay upon a certain date a specified sum of money in 
gold, together with interest at a specific rate, payable at specific dates 
until the bond matures, or is called for redemption. 


Q. In what form is this promise? 


' A. It is engraved upon a sheet of distinctive paper used only for 


tho money and securities of the United States, and is executed by tha 
Secretary of the Treasury and by the Registrar of the Treasury and 
scaled with the Treasury Department seal. 


Q 
When arc bonds of the Second Liberty Loan dated? 


A. November 15, 1917, is the date they will bear, because that is 


the date on which they will bo issued by the Government and the data 
on which interest begins. 
. 


Q. When will these bonds be paid by ths. Government; that is, 


when will they become duo? 


A. November 15, 1942; but the Government has the right to pay 


them any time after 10 years from date of the bond. 


Q. Do I have to hold my bond until the date it is due before I get 


my money back?

A. No; you can sell your bond any time yon desire. There is al- 


ways si ready market for United States Government Bonds. 


' 0. How can such a sale be made? 


'A'. Any bank, trust company, reliable bond dealer, or broker will 


be giiid TO sell your bond for you at any time. Tradesmen will accept 
them ns < 
;iish on purchases.

O. IF Tici'.essnry, could I borrow money on these bonds? 
A. Yes;United States Government bonds are tho best security 


.•which can be offered in "borrowing money. They will obtain for you 
the best terms possible. Ask any bank it! you desire to borrow money 
on your liberty bonds.

Q. Do I get any interest on my money while it is loaned to my 


Government? 
A. Yes; the Government will pay you interest at the rate oi 4 per 


e«nt a year. 


Q. How do I collect the interest? 
A. Attached to each bond is an engraved sheet of interest coupons, 


one for each six months' period. When the interest date arrives, you 
cut off the interest coupon of that date and take it to any bank, where 
it may be cashed or deposited. 


Q. How often do I get this, interest? 


• A. Every six months. This interest will be paid to you every 


May 15 and every November 15 during the life of the bond. 


Q. Is there any way I can collect my interest without having to cut 


the coupons! 
. 
. 
A. Yes; you can get the Government to give you a registered 


bond-"that is, a bond without any coupon attached and with your name 
written on the bond; and each six months, as the interest falls due, the 
Treasury Department will send you a check in payment of the interest. 


What Is the Security? 


Q. 'A United States Government bond is frequently spoken of as 


"best security in the -world." Why is this true? 


A. Because the promise to pay a Government bond is backed by 


the faith and honor of the United States of America and by the taxing 
power o! this whole country, which is the richest Nation in the world. 


Q. Has the United States issued bonds before; and, if so, has it ever 


failed to pay all of its bonds when they became, due? 


A. This Government has issued bonds before, and has never failed 


to pay every bond when it became due with all tho interest on same. 
Even after the Civil War, when the country was suffering from a heavy- 
debt and was not nearly so rich as it is today, all of the Government 
bonds were paid when they became due. 


How Far Are These Bonds Exempt From Taxes? 


Q. Are Liberty Bonds exempt from taxation? 
A. The bonds are exempt both as to principal and interest from all 


taxes imposed by the United States, any State, or any of the possessions 
of the United States, or by any local taxing authority, except: 


(a) 
Estate or inheritance taxes. 


(b) Graduated additional income taxes, commonly known as 


surtaxes and excess profits or war-profits taxes now or hereafter 
imposed by the United States upon tha income or profits of cor- 
porations, individuals, partnerships, or associations. 


The interest on an amount of beads and certificates, not in excess 


of $5,000 in one ownership, is exempt from the taxes provided for in 
Clause (b) above.

Q. Does this mean that the bonds are free from all local taxation? 
A. Yes; the local assessor or tax collector cannot assess these bonds 


es personal property. 


The First Liberty Loan. 


Q. ITas our country sold any Liberty Bonds before! 
A. Yes; $2,000,000,000, bearing &/s per cent interest, were sold in 


Juuc, 1017. 


Q. Did the people generally subscribe for these bonds? 
A. Yes; more than 4,000,000 persons bought all of these bonds and 


offered to buy a billion more than were offered. 


Q. Suppose the Government offers bonds in the future which will 


pay a liiprhcr rale of interest than 4 per cent? 


A. if so, tho holder of a Liberty Bond will have the right to ex- 


change this bond for one bearing the higher rate of interest. 


Amount of Present Loan. 


Q. What is the amount of the Second Liberty Loan? 
A. The Secretary of the Treasury is inviting subscriptions fur 


$3,000,000,000 and reserves the. right to allot additional bonds up to 
one-half the amount of any oversubscription. 


(,). How was this bond issue created? 
A. It was authorized by an act of Congress and approved by the 


President of the United States. 
, 


How to Buy. 


Q. How much do bonds of the Second Liberty Loan cost? 
A. From $50 to $100,000, whatever their face value calls for. The 


law states that these bonds must be sold at not less than "par;" that 
is, their face value—100 cents on tho dollar. 


Q. How can I buy the bonds of the Snccnd Liberty Loan? 
A. By filling out an application blank and handing it to any bank 


or trust company, or any solicitor o£ Allen County's Plying Squadron. 


Q. When can this application for bonds be made? 
A. At any time from the 1st day of October to the close of busi- 


ness on the 27th day of October, 1917. 


Q. In what form must applications to buy a Liberty Bond be made? 


A. All applications must be in the form prescribed by the Secre- 


tary of tho Treasury, obtainable at any bank or from a Liberty Loan 


• Committee. 


Q. Must the full price of bonds be paid on application? 
A. No; only 2 per cent of the amount you want to buy is required 


when application is made. 


Q. When must the remainder be paid? 
A. Pour plans are offered—one as low as $1.00 per week. 
Q. When will the subscribers know how many bonds they will re- 


ceive on their subscriptions,? 


A. The Secretary of the Treasury will announce this about the 6th. 


of November, 1917. This is known as making the "allotment." 


Q. Must all subscribers to liberty bonds wait until the allotment is 


made to know whether or not they will receive their bonds? 


A. No; a subscriber for bonds up to $1,000 is certain to receive- 


his bond. 


Q. If I desire to pay for the bonds at the time I make my subscrip- 


tion, may I do so? 


A. Yes; you can pay in full for any bonds you buy up to and in- 


cluding $1,000; but subscribers for more than this amount must wait; 
until the allotment is made. 


What You Get. 
' 


Q. If I pay in full for a $50, $100, $500, or $1,000 bond, do I re- 


ceive the bond? 
"" A. Yes; you will receive a bond dated November 15, 1917, and 
bearing interest from that date. You will receive it, within a short 
time after your payment has been made. 


Q. What provision is made for the interest accruing on the bonds 


from November 15, 1917, to May 15, 1918, a six months' period, when 
final payment on the bonds is not made until January 15,1918 ? 


A Interest from November 15, 1917, to date of final or full pay- 


ment must be made added to the last payment. Credit will be given 
the subscriber for interest at the same rate upon all the payments. Tables 
showing the amount of accrued interest payable on January 15, 1918, 
and on various interest days after payment has been made, will be dis- 
tributed through the banks by the Treasury Department. 


Q. As a practical matter, will I have any difficulty in attending to 


these details? 


A. None at all. Any bank, trust company, bond house, or broker 


will gladly give you full instructions at any time without charge. 


How Women May Aid. 


Q. How may women aid the Liberty Loan? 
A. First: By the purchase of Liberty Bonds. Second: By help- 


ing to sell Liberty Bonds to others. 


Q. Can a woman own a Liberty Bond as her personal property? 
A. A Liberty Bond is the personal property of the purchaser'or 


of the person to whom the purchaser may sell or assign it. If it is a 
registered bond,'the record of its ownership is a matter of govern- 
mental record. A Liberty Bond is therefore the property of the woman 
who buys it until she disposes of it. 


Q. Why should women buy Liberty Bonds? 
A. Because Liberty Bonds arc the method adopted by the Govern- 


ment °£ llie United States to lake euro of the soldiers, sailors, and 
marines who are fighting America's war. The success of our men in 
this war will benefit women no less than men. Women may not fight; 
but women may aid men in providing the sinews of war for the fighters. 
To women, even more poignantly than to men, come the words of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, "Shall we be more tender with our dollars 
1 ban with the lives of our sons?" 


Q. What may women's organizations do to promote the Liberty 


Loan? 


A. Every organization of women has a fund of some sort-which may 


be used to aid the Liberty Loan. The money of this fund may be in- 
vested in Liberty Bonds. There is no better investment for the funds 
of an institution, a community, or of an organization. Every women's 
organization in the country should be represented by investment in tho 
Liberty Bonds. 


Q. How docs the purchase of Liberty Bonds express the patriotism 


of the American people? 


A. Every citizen of the United States who buys a Liberty Bond
